John B. Dunlap, commissioner 


if internal revenue, testified that 
an audit of Marcelle's tax returns 
showed he had claimed unsub- 
stantiated income tax deductions 
and understated his income a 
total of $32,834 since becoming 
collector in 1944. Marcelle's tax 
returns never before had been 
audited, Dunlap added. 


Marcelle conceded he "was very 


careless" about his own taxes. He 
testified that his net worth when 
he went to work for the bureau 
was $2,415 and a house in his 
wife's name. In 1948. four years 
later, he said, his cross income 
was $135,776.58, mostly from out- 


side business ventures. 


Dunlap said he was pressing for 


"a complete audit" of the tax re- 
turns of bureau employes for the 
last three years, "including my- 
self," and would go back farther 
"if it seems indicated." 


Marcelle said he and his wife 


had run a 55.000 investment in an 
electric vending machine enter- 
prise into a $120.000 profit. Adrian 
Dewmd. counsel of the investigat- 
ing ways and means committee, 
estimated the profit at $175.000. 
Marcelle didn't challenge the esti- 
mate.

churchill resumes charge of 
British destiny. 


He picks up where he left 


off in 1945, 
when Britain 


basked in the flush of victory 
over Germany.

after more than "six bleak years 
the people have recalled the old 
captain to his command. He is 
going back to 10 Downing street, 
where prime ministers of Britain 
work and live.

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Unions Wtth One-Tenth the Population as Members 


Want Special Powers, Pegler Says

NEW YORK—Some priests have condemned my conclusion that 


unionism, as we know it in the United States, is fundamentally bad. 
Not all of them were sincere, for some were trying to make time 
with the real body of American labor to recoup a loss of ground to 
the Communists in the early days of the scuffle for bodies. The 
clergy were caught flat-footed during the organizing days of the 
C. I. O., whose violent crimes against constituted 
authority aleo redounded to the benefit of the 
A. F. of L. in many important areas- My authority 
for the statement that not all of the priests con- 


erned in this work are sincere is a Jesuit father 
who prefers not to'be publicly identified. He agreed 
with me that the Communists got the jump in the 
thirties and that it would be a futile approach by 
he new group of labor missionaries to discuss the 
aults of unionism, however bad. 


There is no fault in my thesis. Our unionism 


s actually a political union movement run by very 
ew men for political objectives. All these organizations admit that 
hey are unable to operate within the Constitution of the United 
tates, the state constitutions and the public laws. They all claim 


that unions deserve special privileges and immunities which must 


verride certain rights of aboil* 90 per cent of the citizens who are 
lot union members.

here again. No doubt, it will be 
accompanied as usual by new 
announcements of the best cure 
yet At any rate, it is a sure bet 
that millions and millions of dol- .. 
lars will be spent for drugs, vita- If 
mins, nose-drops, and the like, 
which may or may not have any 
effect on the cold. 


There is no sure way of ward- - 


ing off a cold in modern society. 
Most colds develop after contact 
with someone who already has 
one and since it is impossible to 
make hermits of ourselves, there 
are only a few things which can 
be done to lessen the risk of — 
catching the^ '•ommon cold. 
" 


The most important is to avoid 


exposure to those who already 
have this type of infection—es- 
| pecially when a cold is just start- 
ing. Public places, such as street 
cars and moving-picture theaters, 
almost always have one or two 
people in them who are coming 
down with or recoveUng from a 
cold. 


If we can keep out of 
_ 


places when colds are frequent 
there would almost certainly be 
fewer attacks. But the person 
who has a cold could help most 
by not exposing others needlessly. 


Although most colds seem to be 


definitely spread by contact, a 
word must be said about the ad- 
ditional risk of catching cold fol- 
lowing chilling, drafts, or wet 
feet. 


Probably chilling alone does no'j| 


produce a cold. However, many 
people seem to be able to resist 
or throw off colds most of the 
time. But if they get wet feet 
or sit in a draft they are much 
more likely to come down with a 
cold. 
RESISTANCE DROPS 


Some people claim wet feet or 


drafts do not bother them. How- 
ever, wet feet or exposure 
drafts is followed by a cold 
often in too many people to be 
scoffed at. Probably the reason 
for this association is some tem- 
porary drop in resistance caused 
by the exposure. 


Once a cold does start, the saf- 


est thing to do is to go to bed at 
once and stay there until the 
symptoms are better. As far as 
drugs such as the antihistamines 
are concerned, some people clai;

WASHINGTON — (AP) — A 


strengthened U.S. naval force in 
the Mediterranean, its carriers 
evidently prepared to launch atom- 
ic bomb planes, will help hold the 
southern flank of Europe's de- 
fenses if Russia starts a war. 


That picture of the growing role 


of the navy in the Western Euro- 
pean defense setup emerged out of 
a news conference yesterday by 
Secretary of the Navy Kimball, 
just back from an on-the-spot look 
at the Mediterranean and Euro- 
pean military scene. In answering 
repotrers' questions, Kimball said:

who said, "After Russia, Spam," 
explained that Soviet forces fos- 
tered the revolution in Spain in 
the 1930s.
